Report of the School Board. 


District No. 1. 


The school in this district has been for the past year under 
the care of Miss Lizzie C. True of this town. Her excellent 
reputation as a teacher was here fully sustained. We visited 
the school several times and always found the pupils, and 
teacher, also, ready to receive us. The order was excellent, 
and good progress made; exceeding the most sanguine expec- 
tations. The final examinations were a credit to both teacher 
and scholars. 

District No. 2. 


There has been no school in this district during the past year, 
the pupils having attended other schools in town. 


District No. 3. 


This school was under the instruction,’ during the spring 
term, of Miss Belle A. Cram of this town. Miss Cram’s pre- 
vious efforts in town, as an instructor, were more than sur- 
passed ; good order sustained and progre~s made. 

The fall term of this school was taught by Miss Abbie J. 
Carson of this town. She has had some experience in teach- 
ing and is a person of energy and tact. I was not in the school 
at examiration, as I was obliged to go another way. I have 
heard it spoken of as a very good one. With more experience, 
we think she will make one of our best teachers. 


District No. 4. 
This school was under the care of Miss Annie L. Healey 
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du: ing the year. This school, although the smallest in town, 
was conducted in a very satisfactory manner. Miss Healey’s 
work and methods were excellent. She is emin-ntly capable 
of conducting a larger school. The progress was good and 
order perfect. 

District No. 6. 


Miss Laura J. Ladd of Epping was the teacher in this schoo 
for the whole year. This teacher was liked very much by her 
pupils and consequently experienced no difficulty in governing 
the school. The pupils at each of our visits appeared studious, 
orderly and quiet; good progress was made in all branches and 
the appearance of the school was pleasing.

District No. 7. 


Spring and fall terms taught by Miss Eva D. Smith of this 
town. She has taught this school for the last three terms, with 
uniform success. ‘This is a working school and your commit- 
tee are well pleased with the results. Miss Smith is a most 
excellent teacher. 


Districr No. 8.—Primary School. 


Both terms of this school were in charge of Miss Mabel W. 
Dodge, who, early, won the respect and confidence of her 
pupils and interested them in their studies. Considerable use 
was made of the blackboard. with beneficial results. This is 
now a very interesting and pleasing schocl. The discipline was 
all that could be desired, the school being orderly and studious 
at all our visits. 


District No. 8.—Grammar School. 


Mrs. Georgie E. Chase taught both terms of this school. 
Mrs. Chase is an active. energetic teacher, thoroughly interest- 
ed in her work, and, under her instruction, the pupils made 
rapid and thorough advancement in their studies. The school 
was quiet and orderly and everybody was busily at work at all 
times. The result of this teacher’s labors was very satisfacto- 
ry, and her excellent reputation was fully sustained. 


District No. 9. 
This school has been for the past year under the instruction 
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of Miss Elizabeth B. Rowe of Fremont. Miss Rowe is a pains- 
taking teacher and we found the pupils thoroughly interested 
in their work. The work done was excellent, and good prog- 
ress made. 

FREE HiGH SCHOOL. 


This school is under the instruction of Mr. Charles N. Tilton, 
assisted by Miss Eva D. Smith and Miss Maude Davis. The 
term is not yet completed. This was Mr. Tilton’s first experi- 
ence in teaching, but being an earnest worker he has succeeded 
admirably. During the eighth week, scarlet fever being preval- 
ent in the village, the school was closed and was not again 
opened for about two weeks. ‘The length of the term will 
probably be about twelve weeks. This is the most useful and 
important school in town, and we earnestly recommend its con- 
tinuance. 


The law compelling towns to furnish text books and other 
supplies to pupils in the public schools has now been in opera- 
tion two vears and our schools are very well supplied with text 
beoks. Nearly, if not quite all the changes have been made 
that are necessary to be made at present, and but little ex- 
pense will probably be incurred during the next four or five 
years in keeping the supply sufficient. There is, however, 
need of some apparatus for the use of teachers in illustrating 
certain of the branches taught. Each school should, at least, 
be supplied with a globe and maps to be used in teaching 
geography, and with some good chart for illustrating physiology 
and hygiene. ‘The usefulness and importance of these things 
cannot be overestimated. With them a teacher could do more 
and better work thun he can poss bly do without them. The 
pupil easily comprehends the ideas illustrated and valuable 
time is saved for other things. ’ 

During the year repairs more or less extensive have been 
made upon all the school houses in town now in use, and also 
upon tke school house in District No. 2, which has not been 
used for a few years; this house was shingled. In District No. . 
6 a new floor was laid in the school house, and new seats and 
desks sufficient for twenty-eight pupils were put in. In Dis- 
trict No. 8, besides other repairs, new windows and doors were 
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put in, the plastering repaired, new paper put on the walls of 
the primary school room, new blackboards and a new stove in 
the grammar school room, and the inside of the whole building 
painted. The school houses in Districts No.1, 3,4, 7 and 9, 
and also the school house in Candia were repaired and painted 
in a thorough manner. 


The outside of our school buildings is now in very good con- 
dition, and with the exception of two or three things are quite 
comfortable inside. If the seats in Districts No. 4 and 9 
should be replaced by new ones it would add to the comfort of 
the prpils materially, Perhaps, all things being considered, 
the High school room is in greater need of repairs than any 
other, but when it is repaired, it should be thoroughly done, a 
new hard wood floor should be laid and new seats put in. 


The schools during the year have on the whole been prosper- 
ous in a greater degree than for several years. With the single 
exception of the Free High School the progress of none has 
been very much impeded by sickness, and there has been no 
serious disturbance anywhere. Both teachers and pupils have 
worked together in harmony. The beneficial effect of a gen- 
erous supply of working materials in school is being felt and 
its influence appreciated. There are many competent, expe- 
rienced teachers to be obtained, capable of successfully teach- 
ing our most difficult schools. The pupils throughout the town 
are quiet. orderly, obedient, and in the main, interested in 
their studies. Among them is to be found no vicious element 
and they are in excellent habits of discipline. All of these 
conditions are conducive to good schools and indicate that we 
have entered upon a period of prosperity in our school affairs. 
We congratulate the citizens of the town upon the brightness 
of the outlook, confidently expecting the year before us to be 
one of genuine prosperity in our schools.
